Expect Improved Nikes 
On Sites by Next July 


WASHINGTON—Nike Hercules, 
the second version of the Army’s 
AAA missile system, will be ready 
to take its place this summer in 
the defense ring around key tar- 
gets in the U. S. manned by the 
Army Antiaircraft Command. 

The Hercules ground guidance 
system, built at the North Carolina 
plant. of the Western Electric Co,, 
has been “released”, an Army an- 
nouncement says. Release of the 

was made to Bell Tele- 
phone Co., which will test the sys- 
tem before turning it over to the 
Army for test and probable ac- 


nee. 
ith this release of the first of 





the new ground guidance Hercules 
sets, it appeared likely that the 


Army would begin to take delivery 
of the equipment in July for im- 
mediate installation. 

The missile which will be used 
with the system already exists. It 
is similar in appearance to the pres- 
ent Nike Ajax, but is bigger. Offi- 
cials indicated that it was also 
thicker. 

The Hercules has a greater range 
than the Ajax. In fact, previous 
official statements about the Her- 
cules say that it is capable of in-

WASHINGTON. — Reserve offi- 
cers who are released from active 
duty because they are unable to 
complete 20 years of service by age 
60 are eligible now for readjust- 
ment pay, the Army has announced. 
It was on a recent decision 
(B-129511, dated Nov. 1956) of the 


To be eligible for the readjust- 

ment benefits, Reservists must have 
completed at least five years’ active 
duty. 
Under the Readjustment Pay Bill, 
passed by the last session of Con- 
gress, Reserve officers “involun- 
tarily” released from active duty 
are paid varying amounts—depend- 
ing on length of service—for re- 
adjustment to civilian life. 

Officers released from active 
duty because they could not retire 
at age 60, however, heretofore have 
not been considered “involuntarily” 
released. Financéfdfficers were so 
informed. 

As a result, the particular group 
of Reserve officers has been re- 
leased from active duty without 
either retirement or readjustment 
benefits. Protests over the decision 
resulted in a review and a new 
position by the Comptroller Gen- 


The position now holds that the 
officers are released “involuntar- 
ily” and thus are eligible for re- 
adjustment pay.

WASHINGTON.—A new, two-year private vehicle accident prevention program is being 


sponsored by the Army. 


The program is designed to be_a continuous one, following on- the heels of previous 


programs. 

With the announcement of the 
program, the Army also announced 
the subject of special concern for 
this. month, It called on command- 


-| ers, in their special programs de- 


signed to reduce injury and death 
from auto accidents during the 
holiday season, to emphasize the 
dangers of “highway hypnosis”. 

Fact behind the programs is this: 

“Private vehicle accidents cause 
more injuries and deaths to Army 
personnel than any other single 
source.” : 

“Analysis of the accident ex- 
perience within the Department of 
the Army continues to indicate 
that accidents resulting from the 
operation of motor vehicles, of- 
ficial and privately owned, are the 
largest. single source of disabling 
injuries and ‘death.” 

These two statements are taken, 
respectively, from DA Circulars 
385-20 and 385-19. The former is 
conéerned with the overall prob- 
lem of accident prevention, : the 
latter specifically with highway 
hypnosis. 

IN THE OVERALL program, the 
Army calls on commanders to de- 
velop their own local programs. In

6. Take off your right shoe, aft- 
er you've driven for an hour, “vi- 
bration from the gas pedal will 
have a stimulating effect.” 

7. Eat or chew gum. Keep a 
window open so there’s plenty of 
fresh air coming in the car. Don’t 
smoke heavily. 

8. If you can, play games such 
as poker with the license plates of 
cars you. meet, bet on the color, 
model or make of the next car you 
meet. 

9. Vary the speed.at which you 
drive (but stay below the maxi- 
mum). 

10. If you still feel drowsy or 
that the monotony is getting you, 
pull off the road and take a nap.

Army use began here this week on two lightweight rifles.

successful efforts to produce light- 
weight hunting rifles and shotguns 
made of aluminum and plastic. 
‘ The two rifles which Armalite 
supplied for the tests at the Army’s 
request were brought here by Ar- 
malite chief engineer Gene Stoner. 
‘He will remain ‘at the Armory 
throughout the tests as an observer 
and perhaps will. make any im. 
provements in the guns which the 
tests suggest. 

Also to be tested (and accom- 
panying the rifle) are 20 aluminum 
magazines. Like the rifles, they are 

to use the NATO 7.62mm 
cartridge.

THE TEST PROCEDURES to be 
carried out here are the standard 
ones that the armory gives all 
weapons submitted to it. They in- 
clude: 

Weighing, measuring, photo- 
graphing and writing a complete 
technical description of the rifle. 

Firing it at 65 degrees below zero | 
and 120 degrees above zero (F). 

Firing it under dust and rain 
conditions such as the rifle might 
meet in the field. 

Firing it continuously for several 
thousand rounds to determine the 
life expectancy of the rifle’s vari- 
ous parts. 

Once the rifle has passed these 
tests, performing in what an Ord- 
nance spokesman described as “a 
generally acceptable manner,” sev- 
eral of the rifles will be supplied 





to Aberdeen Proving Grounds for 

a “disinterested test. rs 

IF, DURING the Fates at 
Springfield, ways in which the 
weapon can be improved are noted, 
the improvements may be made 
there without interrupting the test- 
ing. This is the only time during 
the test cycle when such action can 
be taken without the whole test 
procedure being started over. 

The Aberdeen test is a standard 
test that all military rifies have 
been’ subjected to for 30 or. more 
years. Not only do new rifles un- 
dergo it but also standard rifles 
to assure continued improvement 
and that standards of manufacture 
are maintained. 

If the. APG test shows that the 
rifle is promising, it will be sub- 
mitted to field tests by the Army’s- 
various CONARC boards. 

This test procedure can last 
months or it can run for years.

ORDNANCE OFFICIALS, . who 
have spent 10 years and millions of 
dollars in developing the T4¢4 rifle 
for use with the NATO cartridge. 
would not comment cn the AR-10B.

This contest, which will be sanc- 
tioned by the Academy of Model 
Aeronautics, will be held at a mili- 
tary installation to be announced 
at a later date. 


The meet, to be conducted at all 
levels of command as part of the 
Army crafts program, is designed 
to provide recreation and enter- 
tainment for troops, encourage the 
formation of model airplane clubs 
and stintulate interest in Army 
Aviation. The contest is open to 
all members of the Army on active 
duty over 90 days, except those 
in training centers or schools where 
participation would delay comple- 
tion of training.

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Settling for a Sop 


NECRETARY WILSON’s latest dictum, laying down rules 
for the control and development of missiles and aircraft— 
as between the Army and Air Force, was overdue. The Key 
West decisions of 1947, which first attempted to set a frame- 
work within which the services could operate without step- 
ping on one another’s toes, were notably unpopular with 
almost all concerned. Revisions made in 1953 did little to 
soothe ruffled feelings. 


With issuance of this latest edict; the quarterbacks on 
the top service teams in the Pentagon at least have a new 
study to take up in the Wilson memo. We may be sure that 
they will read it quite carefully—especially where it does 
not specifically say something—and will eventually come up 
with some new power plays for the delight and edification 
of us spectators on the sidelines. 

Already, that ubiquitous “Army spokesman” has been 
quoted in print to the effect that the new Wilson ruling “does 
not injure the Army.” On the other hand, more prudent 
officials have declined to be quoted at all, on the ground that 
silence is the better part of valor. With all due respect to 
the expert who did speak out, we are inclined to agree that 
the Army is overmatched in the five-sided ring across the 
Potomac and should take its six-ounce gloves up to Capitol 
Hill when Congress reconvenes. 

It will be recalled that, briefly, the Wilson memo: 
Gave the Air Force control of all long-range missiles. 
Limited the Army to use of surface-to-surface missiles 
within a 200-mile range. : 
Practically forbade further expansion of Army aviation. 
Assigned antiaircraft missiles to the Army. 
Told the Air Force to plan on fewer than 137 wings. 
Rejected Army complaints that the Air Force was not sup- 
plying enough transport for Army troops and supplies. 
This has been summed up by the spokesman quoted above 
as being not too bad for the Army. He further believes: 

“The Army has been given greater control over tactical 
support than it has ever had before, it will control its medical 
evacuation and short-range transport. True, the interconti- 
ental ballistic missile, which the Army has pioneered, is given 
over to Air Force control, with the Army having sayso over 
missiles of shorter range. This, it seems to me, is a reason- 
able division of responsibility and was to be expected.” 

Certainly, any reasonable person will agree that a given 
weapon should be turned over to the service that can best 
use it. It is in other areas that we think the Army has cause 
for concern. 

For example, we have read the text of the memorandum 
and nowhere can we find cause for jubilation on the ground 
that Army aireraft may be used for aeromedical evacuation. 
Not, that is to say, when Army aircraft are limited to liaison 
and observation work, and are further expressly forbidden 
to take part in: 

@ Any air activity going into or out of the Army combat 
zone. (In other words, the Army is boxed into a compartment 
and is wholly dependent upon the Air Force for outside help 
and communication. This applies even in the case of an oper- 
ation performed by Army paratroopers: the.Army cannot 
go in with its planes to evacuate its wounded troopers from 
a drop zone. The Air Foree alone may do that because it 
alone—the rules say—is empowered to drop the men in the 
first place.) 0 ; : . 

The fact that the Army is also forbidden to earry out 
tactical reconnaissance, battlefield interdiction, and close 
combat air support comes as no surprise to anyone. But the 
Army’s Fee og plea for more Air Force aid in this 
battlefield activity is brushed off with a few well-chosen 
Wilsonian words: 4 f 

“The current composition of the Air Forée structure has. 
been carefully examined and it appears that it: présently 
provides adequate airborne lift in the Jight of currently 
approved strategic concepts.” 

Others may read faint hope into words like “current” 
and “presently” and “currently approved.” We don’t think 
the U. 8. Army should settle for sops.

GERMANY: I noted with in-

I am a member of the 8th infan- 
try Division who completed Gyro 
several weeks ago. Here are some 
observations gained from my ex- 
perience in this movement. 

Packing and crating’ was excel- 
lent. Only very minor damage 
was done to any of our goods, a 
worthy commentory for such an 
undertaking. But delivery is in- 
ferior to anything I have ever 
seen. 

The transportation officer here 
does not notify people of the ar- 
rival of either their hold baggage 
or household goeds. The hold bag- 
gage of our advance party was 
dumped at a bombed-out industrial 
site six miles from our kaserne and 
left sitting there unguarded for two 
weeks.. It; is reasonable to. believe 
that it would still be there, if our 
own peaple hadn’t found*it. The 
hold baggage of the main body is 
all being dumped there too.

Choice for Warrants . 


EUROPE: Throughout the ca- 
reers of warrant officers, they have 
always been considered specialists 
within their own field, without the 
leadership responsibilities.

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The Kibitzer’s Seat 











Pick a Category, 
Not a Dead End

At THE risk of exposing a classical education, however 

poorly remembered, I’d like to raise a warning voice 
against the revival of certain members of the Greek, Roman 
and Norse panthea (or is it pantheons?) in naming missiles, 


guided and unguided. 


The enthusiasm of those in the 
missiles field is going to run us 
out of names before we get fairly 
started. 


Just issued is a new circular, 
changing the official names of Nike 
1, Nike B, and Nike II to Nike- 
Ajax, Nike-Hercules, and Nike- 
Zeus, respectively.

POOR BULLFINCH must be 
spinning in his grave, and I can 
imagine that even Homer, Broad- 
thinded thongh the great Greek 
poet was, must be shifting around 
uneasily. 

Ajax of course, wasa hero in the 
Iliad. He was the strongest of the 
Greeks, their greatest warrior next 
to Achilles. Hercules was a demi- 
god, also a hero, of a time earlier 
than the Trojan Wars of which 
Homer wrote: And Zeus was: the 
king of the Greek gods, and the 
greatest of them. 

Nike was the goddess of victory. 
This joining of god and goddess, 
particularly the same goddess with 
three different gods, is in the 
classical tradition, .but_ hardly 
meets the test of modern moral 
standards. And antiaircraft guided 
missiles are nothing if not modern. 

Then there is the Intermediate 
Range Ballistic Missile, the IRBM. 
The Army-Navy project is called 
Jupiter, after the ruler of the Ro- 
man pantheon. The Air Force 
IRBM project is known as Thor, 
after the Norse god of thunder.

HERE’S THE TROUBLE. What 
names are available for use now? 

Obviously, the fourth missile in 
the Nike system must have an im- 
plication of even greater power. 
There’s no such god, although there 
is Prometheus, who stole fire from 
the gods and brought its blessings 
to mankind. 

And what is the name for the 
second model of the missile in the 
Jupiter system? Obviously, Jupi- 
ter B or Jupiter II won’t fit. That’s 
been rejected for Nike. And there’s 
no one in the Roman pantheon who 
outranks Jupiter. 

There are still a couple of names 
left in the Norse pantheon. The 
ruler of the Norse gods, Wotan, 
is available to outrank Thor. And 
there are one or two others, who 
got the best of Thor the Thunderer 
on occasion. 

About the only other names I 
can see still available for use are 
those who forged the thunderbolts 
that the gods used—Vulcan to fol- 
low Jupiter, Hephaestus to follow 
Zeus, and Voelundr to follow Wo- 
tan.

SAGE Unit 
| Activated 
At Ft. Lee 


FORT LEE, Va.—Fort Lee as- 
sumed a major role in the new 
electronic air defense system Nov. 
30 when the 4625th Air Defense 
Wing (SAGE) was activated. 

Actual operations will begin at 
a date yet to be announced. 

SAGE stands for Semi-Automatic 
Ground Environment. It uses an 
electronic data-processing computer 
to solve complex air defense prob- 
lems at lightning speed. The sys- 
tem visually presents the air de 
fense picture as it develops within 
the area of the Wing’s responsi- 
bility. 

The SAGE Direction Center at 
Fort Lee, like other centers in the 
system, will contain the electronic 
digital computer which can digest 
information - and solve problems 
faster than the human brain. 

Commanding the Wing will be 
Col. Harold A. Gunn, whose previ- 
ous assignment was Air Force 
Senior Advisor to the 108th Fight- 
er Interceptor Wing of the New 
Jersey Air National Guard. 

During the pre-activation phases 
approximately two officers and 50 
airmen have been assigned to the 
project. On the operational date 
the Wing’s strength will be ap- 
proximately 500 officers, airmen 
and civilian employees. 

Facilities for the 4625th Air De- 
fense Wing are under construction. 
They include a four-story concrete 
windowless operations building 
with an attached power. plant, a 
barracks, mess hall and administra- 
tion building.

FORT STEWART, Ga.—By using targets that “fire” at tanks, a team of scientists is 
seeking to improve night tank combat through extensive tests being conducted at Fort 


Stewart. 

The men are from Johns Hop- 
. kins University’s Operations Re- 
search Office, which is under per- 


manent contract to the Army’s 
Office of and Develop- 
ment. 


“Our mission at Fort Stewart,” 
said Andrew J. Eckles III, project 
su isor, “is to find out the night 

ting capabilities of armor units, 
under varying conditions, so that 
the most effective methods of night 
tank. warfare can be determined.” 

And because their own methods 
and equipment are new, the scien- 
tists are also out to test the validity 
of their own h procedures. 

TWENTY-FIVE MILES from the 
Stewart cantonment area, on the 
tank tactical training grounds, 
- where tank units from all over the 
East hold maneuvers, the three- 
man team has pitched a tent, built 
an observation tower, and laid out 
equipment. 

With the aid of men from fort 








Stewart’s | 710th Tank Bn., the 
scientists erect wall-like targets, 
about six feet square. Directly in 
front of the targets are placed pow- 
der charges which are set: off by 
remote control to simulate tank 
guns firing at the “friendly” forces. 
When the shots go off, actual 
tankers, who are undergoing regu- 
larly scheduled field problems at 
the time, attempt to destroy. the 
targets in the shortest possible 
time. i 
Using an electronic “operations 
recorder” the scientists, back at 
their observation t, are able to 
note each simulated enemy shot, 
tank movement, tank shot, target 
hit, and the length of time from 
one of these phases to another. 


DURING THE FALL, winter and

Age, Grade Governs Reserve 


Release Policy, Army Says

‘WASHINGTON. —From time to time this column has discussed the problem of the 
Reserve officer relieved from active duty because he will not be able to make eligibility for 
retirement by the time he has reached the current age limit under the Reserve Officer Per- 


sonnel Act. 

This is 55 for lieutenant colonel 
and below; 58 is the age limit for 
colonels. On July 1, 1960, this age 
becomes 60 for all, regardless of 
grade. 

At long last the services have 
offered an explanation of the 
policy. Not that it will satisfy the 
officers who stayed on after War 
Il and/or Korea, expecting to 
make the Army a career until they 
became 60. But it will explain the 
Army’s reasoning. 

“The current problem in the 
number of Reserve officers to be 
retained on active duty was greatly 
aggravated by the WW-II ‘hump’ 
in personnel procurement” it is 
pointed out. “A greater number 
of the officers procured during the 
war have chosen to remain on ac- 
tive duty than-gan be used ef- 
fectively in the dqurrent structure. 

“Normal attrition will not ef- 
fect the necessary. reduction in 
senior and relatively overage of- 
ficers. Accordingly, other means 
have been used to bring about a 
proper balance. 

“One means adopted by the 
Army was to release officers un- 
able to qualify for retirement on 
the basis of active duty before 
reaching the maximum ages. In 
this way the Army is able to re- 
tain the greatest-number of men 
who have the greatest equity in an 
active duty retirement—those able 
to qualify for retirement by 
prescribed maximum ages. 

“The retaining on AD of officers 
who cannot qualify for Title II 
retirement (PL 810) at the expense 
of releasing those who can qualify, 


would create a serious morale 
problem.” 





More Pay for EM 


Army will ask the 85th Congress 
for a law to permit: enlisted men 
retired from the Regular Army, 
who are also Reserve, to accumu- 
late points for increased retire- 
ment pay at age 60 by actively 
participating in Reserve units. 

At this time there is no legal 
authority to permit this as there 
is none to authorize holding Re- 
serve commissions to take active 
duty for training in their Reserve 
grades. 

The bill will propose: 


® At least three years’ partici- 
pation by the retired man would 
be required for him to become 
eligible for increased pay at age 
60. 


® The increased pay could not 
become effective until the man 
becomes 60 years old. 


® The increased pay, combined 
with that already being received, 
could not exceed 75 percent of the 
base pay of the individual’s grade. 

At present; enlisted men retiring 
after 20 years of AD compute their 
retirement pay under Title 11 of PL 
810 on the basis of the years of 
active duty, even though a man 
may have more years credited for 
pay purposes than the actual num- 
ber of years of AD. 

Officers—both Regular and Re- 
serve—tretiring on the same basis, 
have their retirement pay com- 
puted on the number of years 
credited for pay purposes when this 
method gives greater retired pay 
than the actual years of AD. Efforts 
were made in the closing days of, 
the 84th Congress to correct this 
but time did not permit the Con- 








gressional committees 
hearings on the bills. 


It is- expected that this will be 
one of the first bills the Pentagon 
will send to the 85th Congress. 

Enactment of such a law would 
have a terrific morale impact on 
these on active duty—not only on 
the ones actually concerned but 
on all others. Any legislation that 
corrects inequities always has a 
good overall effect.

ANOTHER CORRECTION great- 
ly needed to Title 11, PL 810 has 
to do with retirement of EM,-who 
have had at least six months serv- 
ice on AD as commissioned of- 
ficers. 

The law says that after retire- 
ment in enlisted status and upon 
completing 30. years — the active 
duty period plus time on the re- 
tirement list—the man will be ad- 
vanced on the retired list to the 
highest commissioned grade held. 
His retirement pay then is recom- 





puted on the higher retirement 
status. 

As exclusively pointed out by 
this column, the law is not in- 
conclusive and some will not be 
awarded this additional retirement 
pay, although the law says they are 
entitled to it. 

If the man retires as an EM 
from an armed service other than 
the one in which he served on AD 
as a commissioned officer, then 
he is denied this advancement. The 
reason is that the Secretary of one 
service . lacks legal authority to 
change the retirement status of an 
individual in another service.

A Training Exercise 
Cleans Up a Village 


SEOUL, Korea. — Ever 
since Hippocrates separated 
medicine from -superstition, 
placing it on a scientific basis, 
men have been striving not 
only to cure disease but to 
prevent it. 

It was with this purpose that the 
37th Preventive Medicine Medical 
Co., one of the five Preventive 
Medicine companies in the entire 
Army, embarked on its “Operation 
Preventi-Meda.” 

Its patient was Tokso-Ri, a small 
village of 800 inhabitants about.18 
miles northeast of Seoul. It was 
the job of the 37th to survey the 
village, for health hazards and 
recommend a program of correc- 
tive action. 

This was an Army “field prob- 
lem.” Like any other exercise, 
the mission was to train soldiers, 
but it was unique because it 
would benefit needy people at 
the same time. 

The ammunition of the men of 
the 37th were DDT sprayers and 
hypodermics. They would learn 
more about their job in a small Ko- 
rean village, helping others while 
they helped themselves.

THE PROBLEM was planned, 
coordinated, and conducted by 
Capt. Luis E. Ramos-Yordan, chief 
of Eighth Army’s Preventive Medi. 
cine team in Korea. Clearance for 
the activities involving the people 
of the village had been obtained 
first from the Korean government. 

The exercise began one after- 
noon for the 90 men of the 37th, 
under the command of Lt. William 
J. Patterson. They left Seoul with 
.lJaboratory supplies, medicine re- 
ference books, full field facilities, 
and all the Preventive Medicine 
equipment they anticipated to use. 

The next morning, a Monday, 
the problem got under way as each 
area of the village was surveyed by 
a physician, a sanitary engineer, 
and entomologist, a veterinarian, 
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A HEDGEHOG is captured in 
the Korean yillage of Tokso-Ri 
-by SP1 Eugene D. Massey of 
the 37th Preventive Medicine 
Co. Members of the unit cap- 
tured all kinds of wildlife in 
the area to determine what 
diseases are being carried on 
the animals’ bodies. 


and a Korean Army medical of- 
ficer. 

After a day and a half of survey 
ing, mosquites larvae and flies were 
collected from water filled latrines 
garbage disposal areas, animal 
pens, open food markets, and un 
washed “kimchi” pots left out in 
the yards. »“Kimchi” is the Ko- 
reans’ favorite food, consisting of 
salted Chinese cabbage, radishes 
garlic, red peppers, chestnuts, and 
different fruit.

OVER. 100 rat traps were stra- 
tegically placed throughout the vil 

lage for rodent determination. A 
sample of rats was studied and the 
Norway ‘rat was found ‘to be pre 
dominant in the area. Mites, lice 
and fleas were shampooed fror 
their bodies to determine theii 
disease potential. 

The next day, the laboratory 
technicians, under the direction 
of Lt. H. W. Fowler, Jr., settled 
down with microscopes to ex- 
amine the collected specimens. 
Their study and analysis reveal- 
ed that the insects, rodents, and 
ectoparasites were carriers of 
some of the more common dis- 
eases such as encephalitis (sleep- 
ing sickness) tnd typhus. 

In the village, other medics, led 
by Capt. Bradford M. Blandhard, 
the assistant chief of preventive 
medicine, were conducting physical 

examinations. They discovered an 
average number of colds and pneu- 
monia cases expected in any popu- 








lated area, and they. also found the 
péeple susceptible to smallpox ahd 
tuberculosis. 

The following day, the men dis- 
cussed their plans for spraying 
DDT, and for vaccinating some of 
the people. These would serve as 
a temporary disease control. But 
the future was the important con- 
sideration. How could preventive 
medicine be put into effect to per- 
manently benefit every city and 
village in Korea?

WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON, 
Col. Charles H. Mosley, the Chief 
of Preventive Medicine for the Far 
East, and Col, Gottleib L. Orth, 
Deputy Surgeon for the Far East, 
arrived to inspect the field prob- 
lem. For Col. Orth, this was a 
homecoming. He commanded the 
37th when it went to Pakistan in 
1954 at the request of the Pakistan 
government to immunize against 
an epidemic outbreak, 

“One of our biggest problems,” 
Col. Mosley said speaking.-te the 
men of the company, “lies in keep. 
ing our recommended corrections 
within the economic standards of 
the villagers. They aren’t wealthy 
people as you know, and we have 
tu keep that in mind.” 

On that basis, the colonel began 
to ask the men their own ideas. 
Little by little, the soldiers, all 
specialists in their field, began “to 
unfold their views. 

“For one thing,” PFC. Robert 
Gough stated, “the wells and 
latrines could be kept covered at 
all times.” 

“Food scraps could be stored 
and kept covered, or fed to the 
animals,” PFC. James Goodman, 
the company cook, spoke up. 

“Now we face the problem of 
vutting into effect a full scale sani- 
ary education program,” Col, Orth 
said, turning to another basic prob- 
‘em. “Our ideas coupled with the 
<oreans’ own sanitary efforts 
vould eliminate much of the dis- 
sase.”’ 

“I think the best way is to teach 
he children at school. This and 
verhaps a form of the parent-teach- 
¥ association to continue the in- 

truction would prove the most 
‘elpful,” Capt. Rames said, 

This plan met with general ap- 
roval. Their field problem was 
20w all but finished. All that re- 


nained was to take therapeutic ac- 


ion in the village.

THE FINAL DECISION was also 
iven by Col. Orth for a complete 
‘eport of the medical survey to be 
ent to the Korean Minister of 
lealth, with specific recommenda- 
ions and a follow-up on health 
‘ducation, immunization .and other 
‘elated health procedures that 
‘ould apply to all of Korea. 

Thursday morning the direct ac- 
ion started; Teams were dispatch- 
ed to control.the living insects and 
breeding places by DDT spraying, 
applied with fogging pumps, mist 
machines and hand sprayers. In 
one instance no interpreter was 
around when an oid man begged a 
soldier to spray his house. The Ko- 
rean pointed wildly to the flies and 
the whole house. was sprayed. 
Gratitude. encircled his . wrinkled 
face like a wreath. 

With the cooperation. .of the 
United Nations Office of the Eco- 
nomic Coordinator, 1000 immuniz- 
ing procedufes were carried out on 

400 persons, Vaccines were given

necessary and desirable, will be transmitted verbally 
through the proper channels.

THe COMPACT HISTORY OF THE UNITED STATES ARMY, by 
Col. R. Ernest Dupuy (Ret.) Illustrated by Gil Walker. Hawthorn 


Books, N. Y. 296 pages. $4.95. 


Col Dupuy has taken an historic 
institution and converted it into 
a story about real people. Through. 
out the book, we see how American 
soldiers and a civilian government 
constantly changed the Army’s 
methods, uniforms, goals and— 
fairly recently—its way of life. 

The Army had its origins before 
the United States came into exist- 
ence. From the beginning, it was 
blessed with battle-experienced offi- 
cers and a great leader. One of the 
big men to help the early Army 
was peaceful Benjamin Franklin, 
who organized his own unit, The 
Associators, in 1747. This outfit 
fought in the Revolutionary War 
and is now the 111th Inf. of the 
National Guard. 

Throughout its history, this book 
reminds us, the Army has had to 
withstand civilian prejudice be- 
tween wars. After the Revolution, 
the Army was. chopped down to

Upon American entry into World 
Wars I and II,*the greatest wars 
in history, the tiny American Army 
had to expand to many times its 
original size in a short time. Col. 
Dupuy explains why people stayed 
in the neglected peacetime Army, 
thus becoming available for the 
monumental job of fighting all over 
the globe when the whistle blew. 
” * * 

BOTH in war and peace, the 
Army has always had to solve tre- 
mendous problems. Before the Civil 
War, the Army men were faced 
with the problem of maintaining 
its professional competence while 
living the life of Western frontiers- 
men. The author tells us how Gen. 
Winfield Scott called for enough 
spit-and-polish to earn the nick- 
name of Old Fuss arid Feathers— 
but. at the same time he boosted 
the Army’s spirit and soldierly bear- 
ing. 

After World War I, the Great 
Depression struck and’ President 
Hoover ordered payless furloughs. 
FDR later cut Army pay 15 per- 
cent, reducing the pay of a private 
to less than $18 a month. 

The sketches by Gil Walker are 
downright beautiful. Even _the 
oldest soldiers will learn some- 
thing about the Army from this 
book, which suffers only from try- 
ing to tell a king-sized story in a

years’~ blending in the United 
States of the European and West 
African musical traditions; and its 
predominant components are Eu- 
ropean harmony, Euro-African mel- 
ody, and African rhythm.” 

In a way, this definition sums 
up my quarrel with the book. After 
reading this definition, a man 
hearing jazz for the first time 
would undoubtedly be astounded 
to discover that jazz can be fun. 

The book includes a useful bibli- 
ography compiled by Robert 
George Reisner.

(CLEMENT MAGGIA, internationally known chef, recently 


concluded a highly successful class in gourmet cookery 
for the Fort Belvoir, Va., Officers Wives Club. Here are sev- 





eral of his recipes which the club 
heartily recommends: 
ITALIAN SAUSAGE 
Buy 5 lbs. Peppy Italian sausage 
in a fancy food store or the market. 
Bake in flat pan without adding 
anything to it. While it is cooking, 
stew up a can of Italian tomatoes 
for an hour, too. Mix the stewed 
tomatoes with 1 small can tomato 
paste and cook about 15 minutes 
longer, slowly adding a touch of 
sweet basil, equivalent to a leaf 
and a flower, and a pinch of rose- 
mary. Chop % medium onion and 
cook in 2T oil or cooking lard or 
grease "til medium brown. Chop 
and mash one clove garlic in 1 T 
salt with big knife, and add these 
items to the tomato sauce. Now 
slice your sausages into bite size 
and add them to your pan of. to- 
mato sauce. Let simmer about 15 
minutes and serve in chafing dish 
with toothpicks handy. 
ARROZ CON POLLO 
Fry a 3 Ib. chicken in oil and 20 
oz. of fat back. When brown take 
one medium ‘size onion and a small 
kernel of garlic chopped fine. When 
onions are beginning to get brown, 
then add one large tomato which 
has been peeled and chopped. Let 
cook about five minutes’ then add 
rice about three cups. Let fry 
slowly for about 5 minutes then 
add six cups of broth that has been 
been made with the trimmings of 
chicken. Add a few large slices of 
peeled green and red _ peppers. 
Flavor with Spanish saffron, let 
rice cook about 25 minutes. Will 
serve 6 to 8. 
* BAKED ROCK FISH 
Place fish in roasting pan, skin 
down; add salt and pepper. Sprinkle 
with chopped onion, parsley and 
thyme. Add 2 crushed tomatoes, 


white wine. Pour cooking oil over 
fish, and bake in 400 degree oven, 
basting with its own juice, while 
fish is baking. The fish is done 
when a fork will flake it. 
CUCUMBER PARMESAN 

Peel and cut into sections 2 or 3 
cucumbers, and boil in salted water.

TINY LARVAE CAN ‘CAUSE 
MUSCULAR PAINS 


You already know pork should 
be thoroughly cooked to prevent 
trichinosis, in which small worms 
produce tiny larvae coiled up in 
the muscles of the body causing 
muscular pains for many years. 

Yale University researchers now 
give another important reason, an 
ailment with symptoms like 
pneumonia, called toxoplasmosis. 
Ten years ago it was considered 
rare. Today it is common, partly 
due to the fact doctors are think- 
ing about this condition as a pos- 
sible cause for mysterious ail- 
ments. In making the necessary 
blood test, they often find. it. 

For example, in 201 cases of eye 
trouble which came on for no ap- 
parent reason, by making this 
particular examination toxoplas- 
mosis was found to be the cause 
in 28 percent.

Army Chow Is Nagyszeru —

CAMP KILMER, N. J.— 
The Hungarian escapees get- 
ting their first taste of com- 
munal living, American style, 
have already recorded some 
delighted after-thoughts on 
Uncle Sam’s cooking—Uncle 
Sam. in this instance being 37 
experienced Army chefs. 

The Hungarians have a word for 
it—“nagyszeru.” 

That means ooh-la-la, wunder- 

bar delectable and scrumptious 

in any other language. 

Apparently the refugees, some 
300 strong, are. thriving on. the 
calory-packed menu which Army 
mess personnel serve to them 
three times daily. Many of the 
refugees claim: the single break- 
fast mea: at Camp. Kilmer would 
suffice three days back home in 
Hungary. . 

Army cooks, who bie been 
working day end night since the 
first planeload of refugees arrived 
Nov. 21, have observed that while 
the Hungarians were timid at first, 
their appetites have picked up 
fast.

ONE YOUNG refugee boy who 
arrived here in the wee hours of 
Thanksgiving morning downed six 
pints of milk and happily took off 
with two more to hide under his 
pillow, according to Army mess 
personnel.. The majority of the 
Hungarians, however, were more 
timid and ‘less selective in the 
chow lines when they first errived. 

“They'd stand there and let us 
heap the food on their trays with-| 
out telling us. how much or how 
little they wanted,” says SP2 Mel- 
vin J. Embleton, cook serving with 
Operation Mercy. “Now they take 


their choice, and what’s more, they | 


take only what they can eat.” 
Embleton is one of an 81-man 
staff of cooks and KPs running the! 
giant Army reception center mess 
at Cemp Kilmer.

Gen, Lewis-A. Pick 


WASHINGTON .—Lt. Gen. Lewis 
A. Pick, former Chief of Engi- 
neers who retired in 1952, died 
Dec. 2 at Walter Reed Hospital 
ai the age of 66. ‘Gen. Pick en- 
tered Walter: Reed Nov. 9 after 
an exploratory abdominal opera- 
tion at Fort Benning, Ga.
